Warwick  Bridge  Area!  Work  on  this  schema  commenced  on 
15th  March  and  was  proceeding  satisfactorily  at  the  end 
of  the  year0  It  is  hoped  work  will  complete  by  Spring 
1974c 

Burgh  Area  Sewerage:  Delays  on  this  scheme  have  continued 

and  by  October  was  almost  ready  for  going  to  tender  with 
the  intention  of  work  starting  early  1974o  Unfortunately, 
with  the  financial  situation  deteriorating,  tenders  have 
not  yet  been  invited  and  it  is  not  known  when  work  is  likely 
to  be  allowed  to  proceedo 

Gilsland  Sewerage:  Work  commenced  on  20th  February  and 

continued  throughout  the  yeara  Completion  is  not  anticipated 
until  the  end  of  the  summer0  On  completion  it  will  provide 
main  drainage  for  the  whole  of  Gilsland,  along  with  modem 
treatment  planto 

Longtown  Sewerage:  Work  on  a new  trunk  sewer  to  cater  for 
new  development  was  commenced  on  l?th  March  and,  except  for 
minor  items  at  the  xvorks,  completed  by  the  end  of  the  yearc 
This  will  now  allow  for  new  development  envisaged  in  the 
Moor  Road  area  as  previously  plannedo 

Brampton  Area  Sewerage:  Proposals  for  extensions  to  the 

works  along  with  a new  sewer  therefrom  and  through  the 
town  were  contemplated,  and  which  would  allow  for  taking 
in  Milton,  and  Hallbankgate  and  thereby  allowing  the 
abaniment  of  these  two  small  village  treatment  plants* 

It  was  proposed  to  do  the  Milton  section  first  as  a phase 
of  the  larger  scheme  and  so  allow  the  re-development  of 
the  '’Prefab"  site*  Unfortunately,  with  present  restric- 
tions on  capital  expenditure  this  lias  not  been  allowed  to 
proceed  and  is  presently  held  in  abeyance  awaiting  more 
favourable  government  circumstances  which  will  allow  same 
to  proceedo 
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Low  Row  Sewerage:  A scheme  to  allow  the  remainder  of 
the  village  to  enjoy  main  drainage  was  prepared,  but  by 
the  end  of  the  year  no  work  was  started  because  of  lack 
of  funds  to  finance  same® 

Snithfield  Sewerage.;  After  many  delays  the  scheme  for 
Smithfield  was  completed  in  June  and  connections  at  last 
allowed® 

Houghton  Road;  A small  sewer  extension  at  the  rear  of 
properties  on  Houghton  Hoad  was  completed  on  7th  May  to 
serve  these  properties  previously  on  septic  tanks 0
